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Report Summary 



Minnesota s a recognized leader in cbild care seivkcs and pn^rains that suf^rt and 
raovide assistance to childica and parents. The ^lei^iths of the ctineDt syston mdude a 
wide variety of settings, hours and deUvoy of caie, otaaliy divose provKlers, parental 
lnvi*«mcm and an eipeciaticm that licensed pR?8^ , 
standards. Because of economic and soda! diangcs, however, the needs of Minnesota s 
childreii are growing and cfaanghig fKter than can be fli^ Iqr curiem seivto 

• 57 percent of all mothers of dUIdren under the age of six are in the wodc force. 

• Mothers of young children are the fisstest growing group of new entrants into the 
labor force. 

• Over 75 percent of the s^*s children age 5 to 12 live in fmuUes in which both 
parents work outside the home. 

• At the same tinw, relatives and alternative caregivers are also in the labor force. 

• Inaeased mobility has meant that wmidr^ families ofien live fax from relatives who 
could be caregivers. 

Seven different state agcofxs provide funding to £unllies and oversee senrioes related to 
early difidndd care and education; S7 counties and 435 schooi districts and various otho^ 
public entities siminister these servtoes. 

Early cfaildhcod care and education represents the concept that children learn 
conthraous'iy, regardless of the settbg. Statewide ooradination is necessary because: 

• Quality care s often cosdy and difficult for pamts to find. 

• Low salaries^ poor working oomiiiions and lack of benefits make it difficuU for cbikl 
care professionals to be caring workers and to enhance the healtoy dcvctopmcnt of 
the children in their care. 

• Caregiver turnover means constant disruption and insubtltiy for chiMren. 

• Greater costs to taxpayers will result if children's needs are not met in their earliest 
years.

Recommendation 2: Qnality and AvailaMlity

Smflfes often cimKJt buy the quality of cti© neccssaxy for the 
nurturh^ and healthy dewk^mKQl of their diiWren. 

AfEbidabilHy of quamy cue is a critical dement ia selecting 
child caieseivto. Pttivideis keep costs maedistioaiy tow, 
primarily through low wages and Iik^ of benefits. Thenwjor 
effect has been that compensation of child caie woriseis has not 
kttt pace whhhiflatk»overlhe past ten yeais. As a iwult, staff 
turnover rates tineas the quality and consisteocy of the care 
Minnesota's children receive.

Cost of Care 

In addition to quality of care, cost is a cnidal ekmoit m making 
caie availabte to an fiunilks needii^ ft. In Mhmesota, the costs 
of child caic vary con^derahfy, d^eoding cm the commtmity. 
typeitf care, location and avaflaMUty. 

These costs can be ejrtiemdy Iwdtooto 

Annually, these expeoditiiics can amount lo $2360 to 55,720 per 

child.

As these figuies show, a maprity of piovidas in femily and 
center child care ]»ograins are earning just above the mmiroum 
wage. Lead teadters in eariy diiI<Biood care and education 
programs make about half the salaries of comparably trained 
professionals in the public schools. CJiM care salaries have not 
i^t pace with increases in other fwkSs, amounting to about 
cig*Ji percent in the last 10 years. 

The problem is that few parents could afford to pay for child 
care if the fees were based on the actual costs of care. Subsidies 
Irom gpwnmcnt do not result in higher wages for providers. In 
addition, indirect subsidies from employers and nonprofit 
organizations (such as donated space or equipment) also do not 
result in higher wages. 

Although a child*s developmcnl in his or her first six years lays 
the foundation for future learning and growth, the money spent 
nationally on educating children under six is less than one 
percent of all the dollars that go to educating children ages six 
years and up. 
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Every dollar invested in quality early childhood care arid 
cduoltion saves an estimated $4.75 in later . 
assistance, special and remedial ^^^^^ ^ ew£ 
Tliis inuSl Svestmcnt inctxjascs ihc hkclih<»d thai chijdrcn 
Tv^iZn quality early childhood care and education w.U fmtsh 
l^^hA gain m<4ningful and prrxluclive employment and 
become contributors to society.

Hie 1989 Minnesota Legtsbtuie (novided funding to the Oommisstoa on the Economic 
Status of Women to undertake a study of coordinated child care in Mini»sota. The 
Cbmniissbn established the CMU Care TkIc Force to develop leoommendatbns to be 
made to the 1991 i^fedatuie on stntcturag a diUd care system and financiqg child care. 
Membcxs included: chUd care providers; child care woriKrs and advocates; business and 
educafon itpresentatives; fegidafors; and representatives of st^ ^endes cunaitly 
invdved in some aspect of child care services. Representative Karen Clark chaired the 
task force.
